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Bears Continue To Improve 


Before this pre-season began, | really had my doubts 
as to how the Bears could improve over last season. Af- 
ter all, when a team goes 18-1 and romps in the Super 
Bowl, it’s hard to believe that club can get better. 

However, after viewing last Saturday night’s 33-13 vic- 
tory over Pittsburgh, | am convinced the Bears have im- 
proved. Actually, they have improved quite a bit. 


THERE ARE A few areas where the Bears appear to 
be stronger than last year. One of them is at quarterback. 
Last year, they had two capable signal-callers in Jim 
McMahon and Steve Fuller. But third-stringr Mike Tomce- 
zak wasn’t quite ready to take the helm yet. All of that has 
changed. Tomczak played like a seasoned veteran against 
Pittsburgh, as he guided the Bears to three touchdowns 
and a field goal. | bet Chuck Noll was shaking his head 
trying to figure out how a third-string QB could tear his 
team apart like that. 

Tomcezak completed 17 of 23 passes for 238 yards, and 
looked sharp doing it. He threw on the run quite often, and 
avoided the strong Steeler rush. When his primary 
receivers weren't open, he hit the secondary targets. Head 
coach Mike Ditka now knows Tomczak can be counted 
on during the regular season this year. 

Other areas of improvement for the Bears involve spe- 
cial teams. Even though Lew Barnes caught a case of 
rookie fumblitis during last Saturday’s game, he made up 
for it with his punt return for a touchdown. Barnes showed 
how important it is to have a weapon like that. Not only 
is he quick, but he has the moves to break away from the 


pack. When a team has a weapon like that, it forces op- 
ponents to become a bit scared when they punt the ball. 
That usually leads to shanks and out of bounds kicks. 

ANOTHER SPECIAL TEAMS area which has improved 
is kickoff coverage. The Bears gave up a lot of return yard- 
age last year, but it appears they have solved that problem. 
The key to this improvement is Brian Baschnagel. The 
steady veteran is always Johnny on the spot when it comes 
to kickoff and punt coverage. | played with Basch and he 
has always been a great special teams player. There’s no 
way you can keep this guy off the squad this year. 

Obviously, there are still some areas the Bears need 
to work on before the regular season begins. The running 
game hasn't quite jelled yet, but then again, Walter Pay- 
ton has played very little. Once again, the Bears should 
have the best rushing attack in the NFL. 

The defensive players appear to be adapting well to the 
new system installed by Vince Tobin. Even though the 
defense has only been using basic formations in these pre- 
season games, the unit is still coming up with many big 
plays. Just wait until the defense is going full speed. 

It appears there is going to be an interesting battle for 
the punting spot. Rookie John Teltschik looks sharp, and 
didn’t hurt his chances by averaging 45 yards per kick vs. 
the Steelers. He will give incumbent Maury Buford a run 
for his money. 

Hopefully Jim McMahon and Payton will be healthy 
enough to get considerable playing lime vs. the Calis next 
Saturday. Both players need to get all the bugs out be- 
fore the regular season begins.

Bears Increase Pre-Season Mark To 2-0 


Tomczak Throws Three TD Passes In Victory

PITTSBURGH — It doesn’t matter if the Bears are still 


suffering from jet lag due to their long journey back from 
London. 

It doesn’t matter that Walter Payton and Jim McMahon 
are nursing minor injuries and can't play: 

IT DOESN’T MATTER if the Bears’ defense isn’t blitz- 
ing, and is using formations as basic as vanilla ice cream. 

The Bears still find a way to win. 

Under the direction of third-string quarterback Mike 
Tomezak, who came off the bench to complete 17 of 23 
passes for 238 yards and three touchdowns, the Bears 
recorded their second consecutive pre-season victory, as 
they romped 33-13 over the Pittsburgh Steelers last Satur- 
day night at Three Rivers Stadium. 

“IT’S AMAZING,”’ said head coach Mike Ditka follow- 
ing the win. ‘‘You guys (the media) saw some of our prac- 
tices this week. They weren't the most spirited things I’ve 
ever seen. Evidently, the minds were working. The con- 
centration was there. They knew what they were doing out 
there.”’ . 

“The incredible thing about this team is we don’t even 
play people like McMahon and Payton, and we still win,” 
added LB Al Harris. “This team just knows it’s going to 
win.” : 

Tomezak has been under Ditka’s microscope through- 
out this training camp. Just a few days before the Pitts- 
burgh game, Ditka told reporters Tomczak wasn’t 
guaranteed a spot on the roster this year. After his per- 
formance against the Steelers, the coach was asked who 
his number two quarterback was. ‘‘It’s a toss up between 
Fuller and McMahon,” Ditka quipped. 

ON A MORE serious note, Ditka said: “That was a 
career in one game. I’ve never seen an exhibition like 
that.” 

Ditka was pleased with all phases of the Bears’ perfor- 
mance vs. the AFC Central club. But he also realized this 
was only a pre-season game. ; 

“The score is no indication of a game like this. Tonight 
means nothing. This is Pittsburgh's first time out of the 
blocks. We should have been better tonight, because 
we’ve already been out once. We had our feet under us 
a little bit more than they did,”” Ditka said. 

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR Vince Tobin expressed 
pleasure with the performance of his troops. The unit al- 
lowed 270 yards, recorded four sacks, and one fumble 
recovery. Before the Steelers scored a touchdown in the 
fourth quarter, the defense had not allowed a six-pointer 
during this pre-season. 

. ‘| didn’t have any illusions about going through the year 
without giving up any touchdowns,” Tobin said with a

laugh. 

Quarterback Steve Fuller, who started in place of Jim 
McMahon (pulled groin muscle) wasn’t laughing when he 
had a pass intercepted on the fourth play of the game. 
But the Bear defense got the ball back quickly. Two plays 
after the interception, Dave Duerson recovered a Steeler 
fumble, and returned the ball five yards to the Bear 40. 
That set up the Bears’ first scoring drive. 

ON THE SECOND play, Fuller connected with WR Wil-

\ie Gault on a 41-yard pass. The speedster goi the ball 
down to the Steeler 18. A 15-yard scramble by Fuller got 
the ball as far as the Pittsburgh 3. But the Bears had to 
settle for a 19-yard field goal by Kevin Butler, and it gave 
them a 3-0 lead. 

A fumble by rookie Lew Barnes on a punt return helped 
the Steelers set up their first score. Pittsburgh recovered 
the ball at the Bear 44 and got as far as the 26, before 
Gary Anderson kicked a 43-yard field goal to tie the game 
at 3. 

Late in the first quarter, Fuller was sacked by Bob Kohrs 
and Edmund Nelson, and had to leave the game. He 
wasn’t injured seriously, but Tomcezak took the quarter- 
back reins for the remainder of the contest: It didn’t take 
the two-year veteran out of Ohio State long to get the ball 


' into the end zone. With 12 minutes to go in the second 


quarter, Tomczak connected with WR Ken Margerum on 
a 24-yard touchdown pass to put the Bears in the lead for 
good. Butler missed the extra point to keep the score at 
9-3, but that miscue would be quickly forgotten. 

*“THE DEFENDER HAD me in the grasp. | faked it and 
hid the ball. | saw their strong safety coming, and then 
saw Kenny cross my face. | just laid it up there, and he 
made a super catch,”’ said Tomezak of the touchdown. 

“It’s a play that shouldn't work against the defense they 
were running,” added Ditka. “The guy ran right past Mike 
and he just stood up. It’s the same play we beat Green 
Bay with two years ago. We beat Tampa with it once. It’s 
a play we can only carry with us once in awhile. We were 
lucky it worked tonight. Sometimes it’s better to be lucky 
than good.” 

Later in the quarter, Pittsburgh cut the lead to 9-6 on 
a 29-yard field goal by Anderson. That capped a 78-yard, 
13-play drive. 

WITH 1:43 LEFT in the half, the Bears began another 
scoring drive. Dennis Geniry opened the series at the Bear 
27 with a 12-yard run. That was followed by a 27-yard/pass 
from Tomezak to TE Pat Dunsmore, which got the ball 
down to the Steeler 33. Tomezak then connected with free 
agent WR Doug Donley on a 12-yard pass. Following a 
3-yard run by Gentry, Tomezak hit Dunsmore on a 14-yard 
Strike which moved the ball to the four. On the ensuing 
play, Tomezak teamed up with WR Brian Baschnagel on 
a four-yard touchdown pass to make it 16-6 Bears. The 
72-yard, 6-play drive took just 1:36. 

“We had a different play called than the one | used to 
hit Baschnagel,”’ said Tomezak. "‘We couldn't have run 
the original play because we were too close to the goal 
line. So | just aydibled.”

Quite A Week In London 


PLATTEVILLE, W!I — Whatever the London trip took out 
of the Bears in time, it should have replaced in good 
feeling. 

The lingering memory is of the overwhelming curiosity 
about a sport totally foreign to the British culture. 

INDEED, FANS IN Wembley Stadium insist no one was 
directing the chants of “Boring! Boring!” toward the Bears 
and Cowboys after all, even though they might have been 
forgiven by anyone other than Bears’ coach Mike Ditka. 

They were yelling ‘‘Boring’’ at fellow fans who finally 
were refusing to join in the wave that circled the stadium

a record number of times. 

Ditka thought they had grown weary of the exhibition 
and chastised them for failing to understand how difficult 
it is to make a preseason opener exciting from start to 
finish. 

BUT THE TRUTH is, the English simply loved the Bears 
and the game, no matter how hard the Bears tried to act 
nonchalant about it all. One fan even gave the shirt off 
his back and the pants off his legs to get a closer look at 
his heroes. 

For the players, it was the kind of experience they will 
sneak up on their memories when the time is proper. It 
was difficult for most of them to enjoy a vacation in the 
middle of a work week, as anyone who tries to mix busi- 
ness with pleasure can attest. 


“It’s hard enough to concentrate in Plattevillé, where 
the people love you to death,” said guard Joe Spivak, who 
is trying to make the Bears for the second time. “In Lon- 
don, you’re in a whole new country and you’re still put.on 
a pedestal because you're with the Chicago Bears. With 
all that glitter, you've got to keep things in the right per- 
spective.” 

GUARD RICK SCHULTE had just joined the Bears four 
days before they departed. The former USFL player in- 
jured a hamstring muscle in Platteville and spent much 
of his time in London icing his leg in the bed of his hotel 
room. His teammates tried to get him out on the town, but 
he refused. 

“Rick Schulte doesn’t care if I’m in London,” said Rick 
Schulte. 

London cared about the Bears, however, and that was 
the purpose of the trip for the National Football League, 
which hopes to take advantage of a huge market for tele- 
vision and souvenirs. 

THE EXPERIENCE WAS a reminder to players that their 
sport has tremendous appeal. Such popularity can often 
be taken for granted in the states. 

Soccer has been trying to get a toe-hold in the United 
States for years, yet when was the last time a soccer game 
drew 80,000 here? 

Jim McMahon explained the interest in basic terms. 


““’M GLAD THEY enjoy it. It's a good sport. It’s just, 


men trying to beat the crap out of each other is all that 
it is,”’ he said. 

William ‘‘The Fridge’ Perry could have taken his place 
among the world leaders and the British royalty in Madame 
Toussaud’s wax museum had he only asked. 

The British see football players as cartoon characters 
bouncing off of each other for no apparent reason. And 
who is a more appealing cartoon character than Perry? 

ACCORDING TO THE Brits, the violence of American 
football makes for wholesome family entertainment, un- 
like soccer. Some British are afraid to take their families 
to soccer games, which too often deteriorate into batt- 
legrounds for gangs. 

In American football, they explain, all the violence takes 
place on the field and fans can release their own emo- 
tions vicariously. 

The day before the Bears-Cowboys game, 14 fans were

POLICE ROUTINELY separate fans at soccer games 
to discourage gang fights. 

For a society so apparently polite and staid, the British 
seem to enjoy physical sports, although not many of them 
become heavyweight boxers.

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Tomezak and McMahon: A Perfect Duo 


What might happen to the Bears’ offense if Jim McMa- 
hon’s nagging groin pull refuses to heal? McMahon played 
one quarter in London, and not at all in Pittsburgh last 
week. The problem with a groin pull is that the best reme- 
dy is rest, and that’s something an NFL starting quarter- 
back doesn’t get until mid-winter. 

Because of the nature of McMahon's injury, the Bears 
will be forced to carry three quarterbacks. At Pittsburgh, 
Steve Fuller got the start and lasted almost a full quarter

before getting his bell rung. Mike Tomczak came off the 
bench and gave a display similar to the Jim McMahon per- 
formance at Minnesota last year. 

THIS SITUATION IS nothing new for Fuller. When 
McMahon nearly lost a kidney against the Raiders two 
years ago, Fuller stepped in and led the Bears to the 
playoffs. Fuller is a much more reserved personality than 
McMahon. He is less spectacular and much less emotion- 
al. The problem is that the Bears’ offense seems to be- 
come a reflection of its quarterback. With Fuller at the 
helm, it becomes less spectacular and kind of dull. 

In the past, Fuller has shown a tendency to take a sack 
rather than throw the ball away to save yardage. A vete- 
ran like Fuller should know better by now. The Bears’ 
offense under Fuller’s guidance would be a grind-it-out 
style with very few long downfield pass plays. Willie Gault 
would be almost useless. 

On the other hand, Tomczak is a fiery type much like

McMahon. Going into Pittsburgh, Tomezak’s ears were 
still burning from Mike Ditka’s comments earlier in the 
week. Ditka said, “I’ve got to see more out of Tomezak 
than | have so far.”’ Ditka felt that Tomezak was not pick- 
ing up his receivers properly and that he would have to 
earn his spot this year. 

TOMCZAK RESPONDED WITH the best performance 
of his career. Playing little more than a quarter in the first 
half, Tomcezak connected on nine of ten passes for 108 
yards and two touchdowns. He executed the two-minute 
drill to perfection, hitting fellow Ohio State alum Brian 
Baschnagel for a last-second touchdown. The team 
seemed to respond better to Tomezak than to Fuller. 

He also combined with Ken Margerum on a spectacu- 
lar touchdown play on both ends. Tomcezak threw while 
falling to Margerum, who made a diving catch in the end 
zone. Both Tomczak and Margerum had felt Ditka’s sting- 
ing needle and both responded like pros. Ditka’s method 
of acupuncture may be better than the kind used on McMa- 
hon prior to the Super Bowl. 

Tomezak poured it on in the second half. With the ball

on the Bears’ one-yard line, he used play-action and hit 
Dennis Gentry at the Pittsburgh 25, a gutty call. McMa- 
hon did the same thing in the Super Bowl on the first play 
of the second half. Notice the similarity between McMa- 
hon and Tomezak? 

LATER IN THE second half, Tomcezak scrambled out 
of the pocket and lofted a 61-yard touchdown pass to Tho- 
mas Sanders. At that point of the game, his statistics read 
like this: 15 of 19, 220 yards, 3 touchdowns in 2% quarters. 

The Bears’ offense functions more efficiently with a take- 


* charge type of quarterback. Tomezak fits the picture bet-

QUARTERBACK GARY HOGEBOOM

INDIANAPOLIS — It isn’t much fun playing in the same 
division as the defending AFC champion Patriots, peren- 
nial Super Bowl contender Miami, and the always highly- 
rated Jets. 

But Rod Dowhower’s Indianapolis Colts aren’t complain- 
ing about being part of one of the toughest divisions in 
the NFL. Instead, they are trying to improve themselves 
as quickly as possible in order to compete for a playoff 
berth. 


“LAST YEAR, WE established our philosophy and ap- - 


proach, but we need to improve our passing game,” said 
Dowhower. He hasn’t wasted any time in fixing up the 


passing department. Gary Hogeboom was acquired from * 
Dallas in a trade the day before the draft. Illinois signal- * 


caller Jack Trudeau was drafted on the second round, and 
former Notre Dame standout Blair Kiel was signed as a 
free agent. Former Colts’ starter. Mike Pagel is now a mem- 
ber of the Cleveland Browns. 

“In some ways, | was sort of amazed of how it’s worked 
out,” says Dowhower. “‘It’s tough to orchestrate changes 
like the QB situation, and the potential is there for us to 
have a very good QB situation.” 

At the beginning of camp, Dowhower named Hogeboom 
his starter, and has been impressed with the way the 
seven-year veteran out of Central Michigan is handling the 
job. 

“‘WE ARE VERY pleased with Gary’s progress. He is 
developing as we expected, and he has shown us the 
throwing ability we anticipated he had when we made the 
trade for him. He has an excellent arm, solid quarterback- 
ing mechanics and the ability to be a leader.” 

Dowhower says the passing game won't improve at all 
if he doesn’t get better production out of the club’s receiv- 
ing corps. The passing attack ranked dead last in the AFC 
last year. 

“The receivers are going to have to come forward and 
show consistency. That will be the key to our passing 
game,” said Dowhower. Among the candidates to start 
are returning veterans Matt Bouza (27 receptions for 381 
yards, 2 TDs) and Wayne Capers (25 for 438, 4 TDs) 
Dowhower is also high on fourth-round draft choice Bill

The Colts are secure with TE Pat Beach, 
who had a team-leading 36 catches for 376 yards and 6 
touchdowns in ’85. 

THE RUSHING ATTACK, which led the AFC last year, 
features Randy McMillan (858 yards on 190 carries, 7 TDs) 
and George Wonsley (716 yards on 138, 6 TDs). They run 
behind a solid offensive line which includes seven-year 
veteran center Ray Donaldson and Pro Bowl tackle Chris 
Hinton, the former Northwestern star. 

Defensively, the Colts ranked ninth overall in the AFC 
last year (10th vs. rush, 10th vs. pass). Dowhower hopes 
top draft choice Jon Hand, a defensive end out of Alaba- 
ma, can help the defense produce more than just the 18 
sacks it recorded last season. The Colts defense includes 
LB Duane Bickett, the AP Defensive Rookie Of the Year 
in 1985, who led the team in sacks (6) and finished 3rd 
in tackles (141). The linebacking corps also includes Cliff 
Odom (192 total tackles), Barry Krauss (175) and Johnie 
Cooks (95). 

Ends Donnell Thompson and Blaise Winter, and nose 
tackle Brad White, comprise the defensive line. CB Eu- 
gene Daniel tied for the AFC interception lead last year 
with eight following his all-rookie season in 1984. Free 
safety Anthony Young forced six fumbles in ’85. 

The Colts’ special teams are among the best in the bus- 
iness. Punter Rohn Stark is the leading punter in NFL his- 
tory with a 45.17 average during his five-year career. Punt 
returner Robbie Martin set a club record with 443 yards 
on 40 punt returns last year. Placekicker Raul Allegre (16 
of 26 field goals in 85) is being challenged by seventh- 
round draft choice Chris White (Illinois)) and free agent 
Dean Biasucci (Western Carolina). 

When the Colts face the Bears next Saturday at Soldi- 
er Field, Dowhower hopes the team will improve on its per- 
formance against the Seahawks in last Friday’s pre-season 
opener. The Seahawks prevailed, 21-14.

Gault Is Preparing For a ‘Big Year’ 


PLATTEVILLE, W! — This looks like the year Willie 
Gault’s fans and critics have both been waiting for. Final- 
ly, the Bears need him. 

It's the year they’re committed to bringing their pass- 
ing game up to the standards of the rest of their offense 
and defense. That is the only facet of their game that has 
been lagging, and even there, the Bears ranked seventh 
in NFL passing last year before Jim McMahon’s injuries, 
which started their slide to 20th. 

IT’S THE YEAR Gault is the only receiver who is satis- 
fying coach Mike Ditka in training camp. Dennis McKin- 
non, the other starter, is expected to miss the season 
recovering from knee surgery. Before the first exhibition 
game, Ditka said none of his would-be successors had 
“jumped out” and earned a job. 

It's the year the Bears will have to ask a lot of Gault. 

“| hope so,” he says. 

GAULT HAS BEEN waiting for this, too. 

“! think he’s going to have a big year,”’ McMahon says. 

He always has been capable. For three years, Gault was 
a marquee player without a marquee. 

HE ALWAYS HAD thrived on the pressure of the center 
ring. Before he joined the Bears, Gault was a star where- 
ver he played, on both tracks and gridirons. He not only 
performed well, he did it with charisma. Fans loved him, 
and he knew how to*take a curtain call. He finished his 
college football career blowing kisses and bowing to the 
delighted crowd. 

He even had the dramatic flair that made heroes of Mu- 
hammad Ali, Reggie Jackson and now, McMahon. Gault 
could put pressure on himself and then use it to squash 
an opponent. 

“lm at my best when there’s pressure and when there's 
a big game,” Gault says. ‘“When they're relying on me, 
I'm at my best, | think. 

““‘l'Ml ALWAYS MUCH, much faster in games than | am 
in practice. it’s just the adrenaline flowing, | think. When 
a Car! Lewis is next to you, you run faster.” 

But the Bears haven't given him that pressure. They've 
told him to get better, certainly. They begged and badg- 
ered him to work harder. But they never counted on him.

They never had an offense that would go as far as Gault 
could take it. Instead of Carl Lewis, they kept putting Cliff 
the Mailman next to him. 

GAULT’S VALUE TO the team was more for what he 
might do than what he did do. He might have outrun the 
defense and scored a touchdown on any play. He made 
defenses back up. That was the only way they could deal 
with his world-class speed. 

By spreading out the defense, Gault made it easier for 
the Bears to run. So they ran. The led the league in rush-

ing all three of Gault's seasons. In the Bears’ cast of 
characters, Gault was the nameless face who fed straight 
lines to the leading man. 

The Bears got better each year, so there was no need 
to change the formula. They were content to let Gault scare 
defenses instead of scar them. 

BUT IN SO DOING, they were putting a lid on Gault’'s 
fearsome talent. He was a star waiting to shine. He need- 
ed the pressure of knowing the Bears needed him as more 
than a decoy. 

“It makes you concentrate much more,”’ he says. ‘‘You 
know you’re going to be in a situation where you can con- 
trol the outcome of the game. You're put in that situation, 
but you want to know you're going to perform when you're 
in that situation. It pushes you.”

**| TORE UP THE league for three or four weeks,”’ h 
says. “‘I was leading in almost every category. Then all 
of a sudden, nothing. 

“What was a young guy supposed to think? It was a 
frustrating time.” 

By the end of the year, he was lashing out at McMahon 
and Ditka for misusing and abusing him.

ESPECIALLY LAST YEAR. Gault knew there was room 
for improvement. He was tired of all the talk from his first 
two seasons. Wouldn’t block. Wouldn’t fight for the ball.

At training 
camp, he showed up early with the rookies. Within two 
weeks, the Bears were talking about the new Willie Gault.

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manager Jerry Vainisi said a year ago. *‘I think he’s decid- 
ed to be the best football player he can be.” 

HE ALWAYS COULD run fast. It was the one thing that 
always has set Gault apart from most other receivers. 

It’s one thing that can’t be taught. The problem is, burn- 
ers don't need to fall back on the things that can be taught. 
They outrun their faults. Then when they get to the NFL, 
speed isn’t enough. 

“I've learned a great deal in my first three years,’”’ Gault 
says. ‘How to run my patterns and use my speed. How 
to know what a defensive back is going to do. How to ad- 
just to him. 

‘*HOW TO SLOW down when a ball’s underthrown and 
let the defender hit you ‘so you can get the pass- 
interference call. Or try to catch the ball out in front so 
he can’t get it. 

“Those things just come by playing. I’ve always been 
able to catch the ball and run good routes. Those are just 
the little things you learn year by year.” 

Those are the things that made coach Mike Ditka say 
last year, ‘I'm seeing the emergence of what | think will 
be as good a wide receiver as there is.in football. He has 
such explosion. He puts so much fear into people.” 

GAULT HAD HIS best season by far last year, even if 
he did have only one touchdown catch in 16 games. His 


first two Bear seasons, he caught eight and six. 

For one thing, Gault counted nine catches that put the 
Bears inside the 10. He was helping them score. He 
gained 23.0 yards per catch, second in the league for 
receivers with more than 20 catches. 

Those are mere numbers, though. So are the 11 playoff 
catches for 253 yards, including 129 in the Super Bowl. 
Gault’s best year was built on little things, on the work that 
made those numbers possible. 

“| WORKED REAL hard. | ran extra. | was in great 
shape,’’ he says. ‘‘! think they realized that. They realized 
what | could do, given the opportunity.” 

That was when he proved himself, not in the Super Bowl. 

“He’d worked so hard in practice,’’ Ditka says. “The 
quarterback has confidence in him. He notices he’s always 
full-speed. He notices he’s going for the ball.” 

BEFORE THE PLAYOFFS, Ditka told Gault the Bears 
needed him. Not just to be there but to do things. They 
gave him the bail and let him run with it. 

‘*A lot of our succss at the end of last year was because 
of the way he played,”’ Ditka says now. In the Super Bowl, 
Gault was the offensive catalyst. Payton carried fewer balls 
and more spears. 

There’s room for them both in an offense. Just ask Lynn 
Swann and Franco Harris, Larry Csonka and Paul 
Warfield, Alan Ameche and Ray Berry. 

To make Gault a star, all the Bears have to do is ask. 
He’s ready.

“All the players — even the rookies — were out doing 
the autograph sessions and all those other things and, of 
course, the price for an appearance just about doubled 
for everybody. There’s been a great difference. Guys were 
traveling all over,"’ he goes on. : 

** THOSE KINDS OF things are incentives for us to win 
it all again this season. But to do so we have to be in camp 
working hard. It's important that we don’t forget what it 
was that got us there in the first place.”’ 

Still, the tight end savors the victory. ‘I think we showed 
that we wanted badly to win the Super Bowl,” he reflects. 
“We were excited that we won the game and everything 
but that day, while it was going on, was sort of unbelieva- 
ble, the way it happened. 

“What else could any athlete ask for in his hometown?” 
queries the Evanston product. ‘lt was a great honor, a 
great feeling. People were coming up to me on the street, 
congratulating me and telling me that they've been Bears 
fans for years.

WHAT LINGERS MOST in Moorehead’s memory are 
the locker room scene and Chicago’s now-famous “‘wel- 
come home” parade. “You know, you watch what hap- 
pens in locker rooms after the Super Bowl, the World 
Series and then you realize, wow, now you're part of it 
all,”” he remembers. 

“All of the sudden it’s you and there’s Pete Rozelle 
presenting the trophy to the McCaskeys. You just felt so 
good for them. And you just wished that George Halas 
could've seen it. George Halas, who started the whole 
thing by hiring Iron Mike. 

“Chicago's never seen anything like that parade,”’ he 
smiles. ‘‘! don’t think there’s ever been a parade like that 
downtown. When we got downtown it was like, wow! 
Goosebumps. Everything was just wild.” 

Four days after the Super Bowl, he went on a fans cruise 
with Shaun Gayle and Stefan Humphries, and the tour 
docked in Mexico to the accompaniment of ‘Welcome Su- 
per Bowl Champion Chicago Bears” banners at the land- 
ing site. Five days after getting back to the States, 
Moorehead, Jeff Fisher and Steve Fuller went on an NFL 
fans skiing junket to Switzerland. 

‘““WE’D MEET PEOPLE in the Alps who'd recognize us 
as Bears and they'd just say: ‘Refrigerator. You play with 
ibe Refrigerator,” he grins. ‘It was something.”

The Steelers put together an impressive drive to open 
the third quarter, and got as far as the Bear 37, but An- 
derson missed on a 55-yard field goal attempt. 

LATER IN THE quarter, the Bears began a drive at their 
own 4. It started with a 21-yard pass to RB Thomas 
Sanders, and also included a 13-yard run by Sanders, and 
an 11-yard scamper by FB Matt Suhey. When the drive 
stalled at the Steeler 38, Butler drilled a 51-yard field goal 
to make it 19-6. 

Early in the final quarter, the Steelers closed the gap 
to 19-13 on a five-yard touchdown pass from QB Scott 
Campbell to RB Warren Seitz. But the Bears got those 
points back in a hurry. 

Just four plays later, Tomcezak connected with a wide- 
open Sanders on a 61-yard scoring strike to make it 26-13.

comments from Mike if it didn't go well.” 

The Bear scoring machine wasn’t through. Barnes, the 
sixth-round draft choice out of Oregon, had already fum- 
bled away two punt returns in the game. But he came 
through with flying colors on his last return. He reaced 54 
yards for a touchdown to make it 33-13. 

“| never anticipate a touchdown until I'm in the end 
zone,” said Barnes. ‘‘The blocking was excellent. You 
can’t do it without the blocking.” 

Barnes and his teammates will try to make it three 
straight when they host the Indianapolis Colts in the pre- 
season home opener next Saturday at Soldier Field. Kick- 
off is-6 p.m.

Tomezak Quiets Ditka’s Criticism

PITTSBURGH — Head coach Mike Ditka has criticized 
many of his players during his tenure with the Bears. So 
it is really no surprise when he tells the media a certain 
player needs to improve dramatically, or his future with 
the club may be in jeopardy. 

However, most players usually don’t respond like QB 
Mike Tomczak did last Saturday night vs. the Steelers. In- 
stead of sulking over Ditka’s comments, Tomezak put on 
a passing show which could be turned into a highlight film. 
He completed 17 of 23 passes, including 9 straight, for 
238 yards and three touchdowns in guiding the Bears to 
a 33-13 victory before 57,000 Pittsburgh faithful. 

‘“‘| WAS REALLY pleased with Tomezak,”’ said Ditka. 
“| guess what I’ve got to do is criticize people. Then they 
step up and play awfully well.” 

Tomezak said he really didn’t mind the criticism. 

“Coach Ditka is vocal. He only becomes vocal when 
you’re not playing up to your expectations,”’ said Tomc- 
zak. ‘This is professional football. You get paid to play 
well. | think | was doing a few things out of context. He 
made it more realistic when it came out in print. 

“EVERY ONCE IN awhile, you can get a little bit lack- 
adaisical, not concentrating: It’s just a matter of time. 
You've got to get schooled. Once | get an opportunity to 
play, things go well.’”’ 

How did Tomcezak rate his performance vs. the Steelers? 

“| had a good game tonight, but you have to take every- 
thing in stride. Tomorrow is a new day. Next Saturday's 
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game is a new game’ We have to keep working hard this 
week,”’ he said. 

TOMCZAK DOESN’T EXPECT Ditka to overhaul the 
depth chart in the next few days. 

“Competition brings out the best in people,’’ Tomezak 
said. “I’m gonna push Steve (Fuller), and | hope Steve 
pushes me and Jim (McMahon), Jim is a heck of a quar- 
terback and Steve has a lot of experience. | just want to 
do my part.” 

Ditka expects a lot out of speedster Lew Barnes dur- 
ing this training camp. But that does not include fumbling 
three punt returns in the same pre-season game. Yet 
despite those errors vs. the Steelers last Saturday night, 
the coach wasn't about to bench the rookie late in the con- 
test. That decision paid off because Barnes returned a 
punt 54 yards for a touchdown. 

“(SPECIAL TEAMS COACH) Steve (Kazor) asked me 
how long | wanted to see him. | told Steve to put him back 
out there. Persistence pays off. Lew’s got the ability to 
break those kicks. He’s just pressing a little bit. He's just 
trying to make things happen.” 

Barnes was embarrassed about his fumbles on the earli- 
er returns. 

“lve never bobbled three balls in one game before. One 
a year was the limit in college,” said Barnes. ‘‘! was try- 
ing to run with the ball before | had it, and was looking 
downfield. | wasn’t concentrating on catching the ball. 

*‘| THANK THE Lord and the coaches for giving me 
another chance. | wanted to do what | did at the end all 
through the game. Everybody was pulling for me on the 
last one.” 

°Pittsburgh head coach Chuck Noll knows what if’s like 
to defend a Super Bowl title. He has done it four times. 
Noll was impressed with the way the Bears performed last 
Saturday. 

“| understand a little bitwhy they're World Champs.’ 
he said. ‘‘Not a lot of flash. They just come: out and run 
over your fanny, which they did pretty well. | would say 
we had a few things that went well for us, but the Bears 
had a few more.” 

Noll was later asked is he concerned about how his ciub 
will fare this year. 

“Am | worried? If we played these guys every week, I'd 
be real worried, but we only play them twice this year,” 
he said.
